Th* 
Story 
of 
tho 
Old 
Mississippi 
Racer, tho J. M. White. 
“Steamboat days” on the Ohio cml 
Mississippi have givpti rise to a mytliol* 
ogy entirely American, in whiTi cer­ 
tain famous names are repeated end­ 
le ssIv. 
One hears old riv<fr men re- 
eotinting tales that seem to have to do 
always with the Eclipse and the iSbot- 
xvell. the Lee ami the Natchez or some 
othe** pair of famous racers which 
were the fastest in their day. 
But 
there is one name which always stands 
alone, that of the steam packet J. M. 
White, for many years the unrivaled 
holder of records of river speed. 
There was but one J. M. White, and 
no other could be built. 
The story is 
related by Archer B. Halbert in his 
book on the Ohio river. 
The J. M. White was built at Eliza­ 
beth, Pa., in ts+i. Billy Kin*, a boat­ 
man farooAw for many years, drew the 
plans. He fifrured to a nicety tile con­ 
tour Pf 
that there should he 
but two trave* dragged tty it when 
under way. 
Then he so locale! the 
ride wheels that they should strike five 
second wave at its crest ami so con- 
vert this obstacle tonspeed into a ben­ 
efit. 
Mr. J. M. Converse, who was to build 
the boat, objected stnencously to this 
plan for putting the wh«*is twenty 
feet aft of the accepted place.

Converse appealed to 
Mr. Chouteau of St. Louis, who was 
furnishing the money. 
“Let King do what he thinks ?«est,*‘ 
was the owner's -answer. So the White 
was built as planned, although river 
men scoffed.

from New Orleans to St. Louis 
the full current of the Miss; s..

River men in S t Louis fairly be­ 
sieged Billy King to design them a 
boat to beat the While. They offered 
bim unheard of sums. 
To all hts re­

"When any man designs a boat to 
beat the time of the White, then I will 
draft one to beat his.’* 
The builder's draft of*TLie White was 
lost. and until* the lioat was worn out 
and cast away no ane thought to toke 
another frtun tho trail. Ro lifter a few 
short years—for the Ufe*of a river boat 
Is brief—tile only draft of it was that 
which tho designer Ink! kept. anil this 
be I fanwort to let any mon see, He had 
gone to St. Louie, aud from there he 
wrote home to a friend: 
“Bring my wife to Bt. Louis as soon 
or f*e can get ready. 
Go into tho 
attic, of my house, anil under the comb 
of the roof you will find a model in a 
box. Brine that box w ith you. Do not 
open it or allow any one to see it. 
Lock It in a stateroom on the boot ami 


leave it thoro till you reach St. Louis. 
I will pay all expenses .** 
When they reached St. Louis his first 
inquiry was for the model, aud upon 
securing it he took it at once to his 
bouse. He opened it iu the presence of 
his wife and his friend anil showed 
them a beautiful model of the White 
in walnut and pine several foot long 
With a saw be rut it to piece* and 
with a hatchet reduced it to kindling 
wood. 
*‘I could have done that at home Just 
as well. BJHy,” r*ft!d his friend, “and 
sa veil the expense.” 
“Yes, but I should never have been 
satisfied.” replied King.

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Some Predictions. 
The anther of the ' Vision of Piers 
Plowman.” a work written in the reign 
of Edward III., predicted with great 
distinctness tho fall of the religious 
houses In England.
